REPORT of the FOREST FIRE WARDEN and DISTRICT CHIEF 


In New Hampshire, forest fire contro! is a cooperative State—town 
program. The Town Forest Fire Warden, appointed by the Direc— 
tor, Division of Resources Development upon recommendation of 
the Selectmen and the State's District Forest Fire Chief is re— 
sponsible for fire suppression and other related duties. The 
State shares equally with the town in the cost of most forest fires, 
except illegal and careless fires, which are charged to the re— 
sponsible party. The State further provides fire detection ser— 
vices, prevention programs, fire training for town wardens and 
crews, and back up equipment for fire suppression. 


By authority of the State, the Town Forest Fire Warden controls 
all outside burning in his town except backyard cooking fires. 
Any person wishing to kindle a fire when the ground is not co— 
vered with snow must obtain a fire permit, free of cost, from the 
Town Forest Fire Warden. No permits will be issued for fires 
between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. unless it is raining, except for 
commerical purposes. 


Please be careful when using fire, remember it can be an ex— 
tremely useful tool when under control but once allowed to run 
wild it can become a disastrous and devastating force. Only you 
can prevent a forest fire.

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RURAL DISTRICT HEALTH COUNCIL ANNUAL REPORT 
January 1, 1972 — December 31, 1972 


The Rural District Health Council is continuing to provide com— 
prehensive health services to the member towns: Northwood, 
Nottingham, Deerfield, Barrington, Strafford, New Durham and 
Middleton. The nurses provide visiting nurse services as ordered 
by the physicians, and physical, occupational and speech therapy 
is available through a contractural agreement with the Portsmouth 
Rehabilitation Center. There is an active Family Planning pro— 
gram for anyone interested. 


The Well Child Clinics continue to be a very important part of the 
program. Monthly clinics were held at the Deerfield Community 
Center for preschool children from Northwood, Nottingham and 
Deerfield with Dr. William Whitney cf Exeter as attending phy— 
sician. The New Durham Community Center is the site for a 
monthly clinic for preschool children of New Durham and Middle— 
ton with Dr. Wendy Tinklepaugh of Amherst, N.H. attended. In 
August, a new monthly clinic was initiated at the Barrington 
Congregational Church for preschool children of Barrington and 
Strafford with Dr. Tinklepaugh in attendance. Physical examin— 
ations and immunizations are done at each of these clinics. 


In August, Mrs. Madeline Sullivan moved from the area and Mrs. 
Ardala Houle has been employed to fill the vacancy. Miss Arlene 
Thorne continues in the program with a dedication known to all 
who have the privilege of knowing her. These two nurses provide 
excellent care for their patients and their spirit of cooperation 
is a great factor in the continuing success of the Rural District | 


Health Council. 


Recently, the towns of Farmington and Milton have expressed 
interest in joining the Rural District Health Council. This is to 
be acted upon at their town meetings. The Council representa— 
tives are also investigating the possibility of locating the office 
in one of the member towns and establishing the agency indepen— 
dent of the Portsmouth Rehabilitation Center. With the continued 
expansion of the Council, the coming year could prove to be a 
busy one for all involved in the program.

As the reader may note, there were fourteen positions filled for 
the 1972-73 School Year as compared with seven for the year 
before. Three of these positions had been added since the start 
of the 1971-72 year. All but two teachers positions are funded 
locally, the other two by the Emergency Employment Act and by 
Title | of the Elementary and Secondary Education Act. 


In general it is felt that the quality of the staff remains good, and 
hopefully, the quality can be maintained and improved as exper— 
ience is gained, as well as additional skills. 


It is hoped that by the time this report is in the hands of the 
voter, the issue as to where Middleton pupils will attend school 
will be settled for at least twenty years. This will have been 
done by the adoption of the Farmington AREA School Plan by the 
voters of both districts. As you know, the committee completed 
its work, had hearings, and had the plan approved by the New 
Hampshire State Board of Education at its December meeting 
All that remained to be done at this writing was to obtain the 
approval of the people. The plan has advantages for both dis— 
tricts over the present arrangement and, it is felt, in the long run, 
both districts will gain benefits. 


Problems that face the Farmington School District and thus in— 
fluence the education of Middleton pupils are the following, 
briefly outlined. Paramount is the need for more classroom space. 
Hopefully, this problem will be solved soon. The morale of the 
teachers is rather depressed due to the budget restrictions which 
prevented salary increments. The Farmington Board is working 
with the teachers at the present time in order to try to reach an 
amicable settlement. The assistance of Federal programs has 
made possible a special education program for the older young— 
sters, and a learning disabilities program for some of the younger 
pupils. Hopefully, these programs can be expanded as space and 
funds become available. Another problem facing the Farmington 
Schools is that of meeting the Elementary School Minimum Stand— 
ards by 1975. This will be delayed until more space is provided, 
and then the funding provided to make the standards a reality. 


It is felt that the pupils from Middleton have the same privileges 
as the Farmington children in the schools. They often take part 
in the extra curricula activities of the school, including plays, 
sports, and the music programs. They also achieve as well as 
other students in their school work. The contribution of the 
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Middleton boys and girls to the Farmington Schools has been of 
good quality and much appreciated. 


In closing, the undersigned should like to express their appreci— 
ation for the cooperation they have received from local citizens, 
school board members, and students. Your continued cooperation 
and support is earnestly solicited.
